TEN ROUNDS TELLS TALE 


South Melbourne would have to produce an all-time NSL 
record to hope to compete in this year’s finals series. 

Only ten rounds into the season the opening chapters in 
this year’s finals story have already been written, at least 
that's the way NSL history would have us believe. 

Since the competition went to summer in 1989/90 the top 
two sides after ten rounds of the season have never gone 
on to miss a shot at the play-offs. 

And at least four of the top six coming into the festive 
season have gone on to make the finals action. 

More significantly, since summer football took off five years 
ago only once has there been more than a single change to 
the top six from round ten on, and there has been no 
changes to the top order in two of the past four seasons. 

In the same period no club has come from more than two 
games outside the top six to make the cut from round ten 
on. 

The previous best late charge came from Adelaide City in 
1989, when the Zebras moved from 11th in round ten to 
sixth at the end of the home and away campaign. 

Last year the Zebras went one better, moving from 11th to 
fifth at season's end before going on to win the 
championship.
